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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-5, 13-17 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Knockeart et al (2004/0066330). 

As per claims 1, 13, 17 and 18, Knockeart discloses the navigation apparatus, 
having an identifier uniquely associated therewith and provided with a transmitting 
device for transmitting the identifier to an updating center module (paragraph [0147]); 
the updating center module for generating updated navigation information 
corresponding to the navigation apparatus on the basis of the transmitted identifier to 
output the generated updated navigation information to a delivery base terminal 
(paragraphs [0318], [0325]); and the delivery base terminal, which is separate and 
distinct from the mobile unit, for delivering the outputted updated navigation information 
into the navigation apparatus (paragraphs[0318], [0325], [0409] and figure 1). 

As per claim 2, Knockeart discloses the use of a rewritable medium (figures 2, 5, 
19, 20, paragraph [0367]). 
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As per claims 3 and 4, Knockeart discloses the use of authentication information 
(paragraph [0383]); the server computers include a navigation system 2250 on which 
the navigation application described above executes. When an in-vehicle system 
initiates a communication session with server system 125a to request a route planning 
service, gateway system 2210 determines that the session should be connected to 
navigation system 2250 using information provided by the in-vehicle system in the 
communication session. For instance, the in-vehicle system identifies the navigation 
service in the initial portion of the data stream. Alternatively, different services 
implemented by server system 125a have different telephone numbers that are 
assigned to telephone interface 320, and gateway system 2210 routes the 
communication to the appropriate server computer based on the number called by the 
in-vehicle system (paragraph [0400]). 

As per claims 5, 14 and 15, Knockeart discloses the generating device changes 
contents of the updated navigation information so as to correspond to contents of the 
acquired identifier, to generate the updated navigation information (paragraphs [0318], 
[0325], [0354], [0357], [0367], [0368]). 

As per claim 16, Knockeart discloses a location information outputting device for 
outputting information about a location of the delivery base to the associated navigation 
apparatus (figure 1). 



Allowable Subject Matter 
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Claims 6-12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
